Sprague Electric has conducted 
manufacturing operations in the King 
ston plant since 1951. Its principal 
production has been electrical re¬ 
sistors.

Since the very early beginnings of the 
Sprague Electric Company, we have 
made a consistent effort to come before 
you from time to time with a progress 
report of how we are doing. 

It is my pleasure tonight to have the 
opportunity of meeting with you here 
and of being able to make a personal 
report to you on matters which are of 
considerable interest and importance 
to you who form such an important 
part of our Management-Supervisory 
team. 

I appreciate that you are fully aware 
of tne fact .:hat we are working to¬ 
gether in a most dynamic and fast- 
moving industry. You have all seen, 
during your years of association with 
the Company, the rapidity with which 
changes in products and production 
methods must be made in order for us 
to maintain our position of leadership. 
Your cooperation with these many 
changes in the past, and the speed with 
which you have adjusted yourselves 
from time to time, are among the 
reasons why Sprague Electric has risen 
to the top of the heap. 

Given the type of employe which we 
have and the type of leadership, at 
all levels of management, which has 
characterized the business since its 
earliest days, I feel very confident that 
we have an equal, or better opportun¬ 
ity, than any other firm in our industry 
to expand in the future as we have in 
the past. 

During recent months, you have 
heard and seen that our Research and 
Engineering Department has complet¬ 
ed several projects of major import¬ 
ance. These projects have come out of 
our laboratories and off our engineers’ 
drawing boards and through an ex¬ 
tensive process of development, until 
they are now at such a stage that they 
are being added to our growing line of 
products. 

You will remember, for example, 
back to the last Supervisors’ training 
dinner in January, at which a panel of 
our engineering and development per¬ 
sonnel described for you some of the 
work they have been doing over the 
course of recent months—and even 
years—in the fields of magnetic com¬ 
ponents, tantalum capacitors, and in 
the development of new and promising 
dielectric materials, and of complex 
components. 

These new products and new mater¬ 
ials, as I have said, have spent months 
or years in the laboratory stage, going 
through the exacting and tedious 
business of being born as production 
items. 


At this moment there are many 
other projects which are either well 
along the road to completion, or on the 
drawing boards, or perhaps only an 
idea in the mind of one of our scientists 
or engineers, and which some day will 
be part and parcel of our production 
lines. 

All these developments, whether 
present or future, have a deep signifi 
cance for us, for it is these engineering 
projects upon which depends the col 
lective progress of the Company and 
the individual job* security of each of us 

In orde. to be aLie to best meet me 
challenge which' these developments 
offer us, the Company has evolved a 
working policy or philosophy which 
we feel will put us in the best possible 
position. 

We feel that our stake in North 
Adams, and in our North Adams em¬ 
ployes as individuals, is a very great 
one. We have here established our 
principal production facilities, our 
home offices, service departments, and 
virtually all of our research and en¬ 
gineering facilities. 

As we look into the future we con¬ 
template no significant deviation from 
that general policy. North Adams is 
our home, and we shall continue to 
look here for the same type of excellent 
workmanship and leadership which we 
have been fortunate enough to receive 
during the past 25 years. 

With this background of general 
policy and of management confidence 
in the community of North Adams and 
the people who work here with us. let 
me turn to the specific matter of how 
our philosophy of progress will be 
carried out. 

Our Research and Engineering facili¬ 
ties which, incidentally, are the largest 
and the finest in our industry, will 
continue to be centered in North 
Adams. This will mean that many new 
developments and products coming 
out of the laboratories will initially go 
into the production lines here at North 
Adams. 

This is necessary for many reasons. 
Principal among the reasons is that in 
North Adams we hrve our best and 
most experienced management-super¬ 
visory team who are the most capable 
of handling the new and difficult jobs. 
Secondly, we have great confidence in 
the high standards of workmanship 
which our employes here have develop¬ 
ed. Thirdly, we realize the adaptability 
of our North Adams employes to new 
and promising work. 

It is also apparent, bearing in mind

In the I 70 years of its existence as a nation, our country has made 
more economic and social progress than all the other nations of the 
world have made in 6.000 years of civilization. 


We have gone ahead from backbreaking drudgery into an age 
of power, substituting steam, electricity, gasoline and the atom for 
the brawn of man. 

We have gone from pine knots and candles to kerosene lamps, gas 
jets, electric bulbs, neon lights and fluorescent tubes; from fireplaces 
to stoves, furnaces, automatic burners, air-conditioning— from the 
storage of food in a hole in the ground to a refrigerator, from beating 
clothes on a rock to the automatic washer.

that ours is a rapidly-moving industry, 
that there are bound to be many 
changes and variations in these new 
products, at least during their first 
months and even years, as full fledged 
production line items. There will also 
be "bugs" which will have to be ironed 
out during this period. 

These two latter reasons imply that 
there must, of necessity, be a close 
liaison between Research and Engin¬ 
eering and the production departments, 
until the products have come to a stage 
of maturity, with most of the "bugs" 
eliminated and the major changes and 
variations completed. 

Now, what happens when the pro¬ 
duct has reached this mature stage of 
development? 

The answer lies, I think, in the fact 
that any given new product is just 
one of many which are coming out of 
the laboratory. Others will follow it. 
and we will need to make room for 
them here as they enter the cycle of 
infancy and later mature on the pro¬ 
duction lines here in North Adams. 

It is very possible, then, that many 
of these products, once they have 
matured, will be moved out ol North 
Adams and into one of the branch 
operations which we have established 
over the past years. 

This philosophy is not a new one. 
We have in the past moved many of 
our production lines out of North 
Adams lor the same reasons. We 
simply have had to create space and 
make available employes here for the 
new developments which are the life 
insurance policy of our Company. 

You will recall the move to Kingston 
of the Resistor line; and the partial 
move to Barre of some of our Molded 
Tubular production. At this moment, 
and as you know, we are in the process 
of moving a substantial portion of our 
Molding operation and some of the 
other Molded Tubular lines out of the 
city We are al«o projecting the move 
of the Wire Coating Department to 
the Bennington plant over the next 
few months. 

The significant point in these past 
and present moves—and the future 
moves which we will anticipate—is 
that the employment picture here in 
North Adams has not suffered. And 
while we cannot in honesty make any 
complete guarantee of total job se¬ 
curity, we can say that we absolutely 
do not anticipate that the employment 
situation here will be jeopardized in 
the future in any manner by any of 
these changes, but rather that it will be 
strengthened and made more secure. 
For in business, you either go ahead or 
lose ground. There is no standing still. 

Let us review for a moment this im¬ 
portant employment phase and ex¬ 
amine the record. 

Back in January of 1948, the em¬ 
ployment total in North Adams was 
1849 employes; the figure for all opera¬ 
tions was 2150. 

In May of 1955—just two months 
ago the employment total in North 
Adams was 3510, and the figure for 
all operations was 5803 

You will note then, that employment 
in North Adams increased by more 
than one thousand six hundred em¬ 
ployes between January of 1948 and 
May of this year. 

We have had, of course, some ups 
and downs during the intervening six 
and a half years 

There are peaks and valleys — 
but the trend has always been for 
greater opportunity. Your Company 
has for almost 30 years made a contin¬ 
uous and conscientious effort to do its 
best for its employes and for the com¬ 
munity. There have been occasions 
when general business conditions with¬ 
in the electronics industry, or within 
the total national economy, have 
forced us to curtail our operations 
somewhat But you will note that ours 
has been, to date, a continuing growth 
trend. And perhaps more than anything 
else, the reason for the growth of the 


Company has been our adaptability to 
changing situations and our ability to 
look into the future and see a reason 
ably clear picture of what lies ahead. 

From experience we gained 
and from the constant assess¬ 
ment of our strengths and weaknesses 
and our general competitive situation, 
we have found that the ideal total 
number of steady, efficient employes 
available to us in North Adams, aver 
ages around 3400 to 3600. with an 
additional 200 or so. whom we have 
found to be grouped in a sort of “turn¬ 
over" category during the period of 
any given year. This total represents 
what we feel at this time is the best 
working unit. 

When the employment in North 
Adams gets above these figures, the 
Company finds that it is reaching 
mostly for persons who do not desire 
steady, year-around employment, but 
simply a month or two. or three, of 
temporary work for some specific 
reason. 

We honestly feel that in employing 
3400 to 3600 persons here, we are 
making our best contribution to the 
economic welfare of the community, 
and to the future and security of those, 
like yourselves, who are regular and 
steady employes of the Company. 

Of course, if in the years ahead we 
find there is a significant increase in 
the number of persons available to us 
here in the North Adams area who de¬ 
sire steady, year-around employment, 
we can change our sights if this appears 
desirable from a community and com 
pany standpoint at that time. 

The period from 1948 to 1955 of 
which I have spoken is a significant 
one employment wise, for it is the 
period in which the Company opened 
most of its branch, affiliate and sub¬ 
sidiary operations. 

Starting in the spring and summer of 
1948 were the openings of the Sprague 
Electric Company of Wisconsin and the 
Nashua Division, and then, later on. 
the Ferroxcube Corporation, the Kings¬ 
ton Division, the Bennington plant, the 
Ashe County Division in North Caro¬ 
lina. and finally, the Sprague Caribe 
Company in Puerto Rico. The open¬ 
ing and the continued operation of all 
of these plants, as you have seen from 


the figures, has had no adverse effect on 
North Adams employment. 

Each of these branches is performing 
a valuable service to the Company and 
to you also. As they are able to absorb 
"maturing" product lines which come 
out of the laboratories and through the 
process of being weaned in the pro¬ 
duction stage here, they will lie creat 
ing greater opportunities for all of us. 

In conclusion, let me emphasize 
again that our Company's philosophy, 
as it faces a demanding and increasingly 
competitive, challenging, future, is that 
it will endeavor to provide the maxi 
mum job security. But we collectively, 
you and I and the rest of the Sprague 
team cannot face these challenges if 
we allow our Company to stagnate. 

We have simply got to keep abreast 
and ahead of the rest of the parade. 
And the simplest way to formulate a 
plan for keeping ahead is to look con¬ 
stantly into the future for new and 
better products and applications. 

I have often called upon you, as 
members of our management team, for 
your assistance in the progress of our 
Company, and I air. calling upon you 
again tonight; for without you and your 
competent efforts, Sprague Electric’s 
future would be mighty dim. 

I feel that we have today a very 
promising future in this Electronic 
Age; and 1 am very confident that we 
shall go forward together and shall, in 
the years to come, continue as a leader 
in our particular branch of the elec¬ 
trical-electronic industries.

Water Safety

How often do we read about persons 
drowning because their boat or canoe 
overturned? 

When a rowboat or canoe fills with 
water or when it capsizes, the situation 
is not as dangerous as it appears. 

If such an accident occurs, it must 
be remembered that a boat is mainly 
constructed of wood. The buoyancy of 
its materials and the construction of 
the craft will cause it to stay afloat un¬ 
less, of course, the craft is old and water¬ 
logged. 

In case the boat is capsized, the oc 
cupants should not leave it and at¬ 
tempt to swim to shore. This over¬ 
turned boat is capable of supporting 
its victims. By clinging to the side of 
the boat, it is possible to paddle or kick 
back to shore. 

If two people are in an overturned 
boat, they may clasp wrists, not hands. 
Because hands tend to tire, this wrist 
grasp is much safer and less tiring. 
In case one of the occupants is un¬ 
conscious, use a tie, belt or handker¬ 
chief to bind the wrists together. 

Parents of children should take care 
in instructing their young ones on 
what to do if such an accident does 
occur while they are in a boat.
